manner, our common roads would be to-day 
in a vastly better condition than they are. 
A certain percentage of the money laid out 
in securing competent advice of a skillful 
road engineer, would have made the balance 
vastly more effective for good, than the mis- 
“pplication of the whole amount, which bas 
arisen for the want of this very advice. 

Every business man knows that money 
spent in the salary of a first clase foreman of 
# business establishment is the best invest- 
ment he can make. The success and econo- 
my of the labor of a thousand hands will de- 
pend largely upon the skill, the judgment, 
the peculiar fitness of the brain at the head. 
If there is to be any scrimping anywhere, it 
cannot be in the head manager. In war, a 
single officer may be, and often is, equal to 
anarmy of twenty thousand men. Just so 
itisin the expenditure of large sums of 
money upon the roads. Knowledge is power 
there, because it is economy both of time and 
money. There are certain kinds of business 
where you can employ unskilled labor to a 
greater or less extent with advantage, pro- 
vided there are plenty of brains at the head 
to direct it. In such cases the actual results 
will depend quite as much or more on the 
head or direction than on the hands. But 
Suppose you had the unskilled labor without 
the weight of brain to direct. What then? 
Everybody knows there would be a perfect 
botch. Well now, this is just the case in 
many towne under the old system of road 
management, by the election of surveyors of 
highways, often by accidental nomination 
on the spur of the moment, without the 
‘lightest reference to competency. We got 
the unskilled labor, but not the brains, the 
knack, the experience, and the knowledge, 
tnd so the money weat, noboty knew where. 


| probably, never has seen the Lowland coun- 
try of North Holland and Northwestern 
| Germany, tries to enlighten me in regard to

GARDEN ENEMIES. 

We have numerous insect enemies to con- 
tend with both in the flower and the vegetable 
and fruic garden. Some of these are pecu- 
liarly annoying on account oftheir immense 
numbers, and the ravages they commit, and 
we have to resort to various methods to keep 


them down. . 
Rut tha-- -+-~ «ewomeme seeds are quite 


as much to be dreaded as any. Dr. A. 8. 
Packard, Jr., has been investigating these 
insects, especially 
The adish Weevil, 

and has submitted to the State Board of 
Agriculture the results. He says “ about the 
year 1857 I found in Maine upon the radish 
leaves a specimen of a weevil, which I cannot 
distinguish by Curtis’ description and figure 
from the European Ceutorhynchus assimilis 
Payk. The figure a, beetle, c, larva, b, pupa,

As it had not before 
been noticed in this coun- 
try, and may become in 
future years more or less 
of a plague, we give a 

brief description. of the 
insect and its habits. tf. 
The beetle is minute and pale gray, with a 
remarkably long, slender, curved snout, from 
the middle of which arise the long elbowed, 
slender antenne ; the basal joint is long and 
slender and succeeded by seven spherical 
joints; the oval club pale at tip consisting of 
four joints. The body is black, but so densely 
covered with gray flattened hair and scales, 
that it seems to be uniformly pale gray. 
These hairs become broad flattened scales on 
the sides of the body. The prothorax is tri- 
angular seen from above, swollen on the sides, 
and the head, exclusive of the snout, is very 
small. The body behind is unusually broad ; 
the wing covers have each nine (Curtis men- 

tions only ight) longitudinal, fine, punctate 
| furrows, the ridges between being much flat- 
itened. The legs are rather short, and pale 








tions that the hindermost thighs have a short, 
thick tcoth beneath. I find one on the thighs 
of both the middle and the hind legs. How- 
ever, the insect may be considered as identi- 
cal with the European species, until proved 
otherwise by comparison of specimens, as it 
has probably been imported in radish and 
turnip seed. In Europe this weevil was first 
observed amor z turnip seed, where as a white 
maggot it devours the seed in the pods. 
W! en fully fed it gnaws a hole through the 
side of the pod, out of which it escapes, and 
makes its way into the ground two or three 
inches below the surface, where it forms a 
brown, oval cocoon of the grains of dirt. 
Here it remains three weeks in the pupa 
state, and by the third week in July the 
beetle appears. Mr. Curtis, whose account 
| we have reproduced, thinks that the female 
lays its eggs in the embryo pods. 
The Pitchy Legged Weevil 

Another weevil has for several years been 
not uncommon in Essex County, which in 
England, from which it has been imported, is 
often, as Mr. Curtis says, “a dreadful pest 
in the gardens, committing sad ravages on 
vines in hot houses and on wall fruit, during 
the night, when they emerge from their hid- 
ing places in old walls, from under the bark, 
and clods of earth, to revel upon the branches 
of the new wood in April, or to feed upon 
the young shoots, which soon become black. 
They likewise injure raspberry plants in 
spring, by eating through the flowering stems 
and leaves, and they nibble off the bark, and 
eat out the buds of apple and pear trees as 
But they are 
said by Curtis to do still more damage to 
pease, turnips, and young winter plants, as 
savoy, kaie, broccoli, ete. 

I have detected this weevil on the Beach 
Pea during the last week in July and it is not 
uncommon in gardens, and even if I am not 
mistaken as to the identity of the insect, will 
enter ferneries and nibble the ferns and make 
considerable h< soc among the plants before 
its presence is suspected. 

This insect, which is likely t6 prove annoy- 
ing, is the Otiorhynchus picipes of Fabricius 
(fig. enlarged). The body 
is pitchy brown, and 
covered with mictoscopic 
pale scales, resembling 


early as February or March.” 


a scallop shell, being 

marked with a few prom- 

inent ribs. Indeed, many 

of the weevils seem to 

be provided with scales 

like those of butterflies, 

Poduras, and a few other 

insects. The beak, so Pitchy lagged Weevil. 
short and slender in the radish weevil, is here 
broad and short, square at the end, from 
which the elbowed reddish brown antenne 
arise. The head is a little darker than the 
rest of the body, and is coarsely punctured. 
The prothorax is coarsely granulated, the 
granulations being arranged in irregular 
rows. The wing covers are adorned with 
about eleven high, rounded longitudinal 
ridges on each cover, and with coarse punc- 
tures along the furrows between them. There 
are also about twenty rows of pale dots along 
the wing covers, consisting of scales. The 
legs, including the claws, are rather paler 
than the rest of the body. The body is also 
covered with shat‘ered pale hairs bent down 
on the ,surface, especially on the top of the 
head ; these hairs remain after the scales are 
rubbed off. It is a quarter of an inch in 
length.

winters are the general rule. 
steadily cold since early in November, with 
the exception of a few days about Christmas, 
when a gale from the South carried our snow 
“Since the Ist of Yanuary we have had from 
two to three feet of snow, which has protected 
our grass lands from the hard frosts—in many 
places the ground is not frozen at ali—and 
our dairymen, who are feeding large quanti- 
ties of western corn with ver; .ittle hay, find 
consolation in believing that these conditions 
are favorable to an early growth of grass. At 
the present writing the snow is melting fast 

under an easterly rain storm, and the pros- 
pects for making maple sugar this spring are 
looking rather slim. 

I have been much interested in reading the 
articles you have published in the Plough- 
man from time to time, in regard to spread- 
ing manure in the fall on ground designed for 
cultivation the next season, wherein you and 
others advise that practice. 

If this can be done without great loss it 
will save farmers much time and labor in the 
spring. I had resolved to try the plan this 
season, to some extent, when in one of my 
late papers I found the fo'lowing item. “The 
wasteful practice of spreading manure on the 
surface of the soil and allowing it to lie 
bleaching for weeks, and even months before 
being ploughed in, is still exried on in some 
counties of England, and stoutly defended 
by hosts of clay land farmers. If the perpe- 
trators of such an enormity be right, science 
is at fault, analysis is an illusion and ammo- 
nia and all its kindred a family of imposters.” 

This seems to be a case of point blank dif- 
ference between doctors, and a case for sci- 
entific farmers to discuss.

Therefore we consider ourselves 
abundantly warranted in assuming the re- 
sponsibility of calling a convention of the 
swine breeders of North America, and invite 
all persons practically engaged in breeding 
pigs of the well bred varieties to meet in the 
city of New York on Tuesday, the 14th of 
May next, at 3 o'clock Pp. M., in Room 24— 
where the meetings of the Farmers’ Club are 
held—in the Cooper Union Building, on 8th 
Street, between 3d and 4th avenues. We 
propose that the convention be organized 
immediately after the y — yemten of the 
meeting of the Farmers’ Club upon that day, 
and, after settling upon an order of business 
and appointing committees, adjourn until the 
evening or following day. We are confident 
that a full meeting of the most prominent 
breeders may be expected, and believe it will 
be productive of lasting benefit. Aside from

The opinions of pra 
vided as to the comparative merits of oats 
and Hungarian grass a% a crop to cut green 
and cure for winter folder. We rather in- 
cline to the Hungarian grass, because, in our 
opinion, the exhaustion’ of the ground is less, 
and because, if the land and other conditions 
are favorable, the crop is quite as heavy and 
valuable. Oats need to go in very early, 
some time in April, but Hungarian grass can 
be sown as late as the middle of June. In- 
deed it does not do well sown before the 20th 
or 25th of May, because it is like corn and 
does not do much till the land and weather 
are warm, and that gives more time to attend 
to it after the other crops are put in. If you 
sow it earlier, it may come up, but it will 
not grow. Jt will hug the ground till the 
nights get to be warm. It requires good 
corn weather, and it is not to be sowntill the 
time for planting corn arrives. Hungarian 
grass ought to be cut early in the blossom 
or very soon after that time. We have tried 
botb, and of the two we prefer the Hunga- 
riaa for the reasons we have stated. You 
can plough and harrow the land several 


>| times, and so kill one or two crops of weeds 


before it is time to sow the seed of Hunga- 
rian gr-ss, but if you sow oats in April, the 
weeds have a grand chance to grow and go 
to seed.—[ Ep. 


THE ONION MAGGOT.

In regard to the onion maggot I will in- 
form the remlers of the Ploughman how I 
manage to raise good onions every year, and 
the maggot does not treshle them.

The common, or brown rat, is unquestion- 
ably, one of the greatest pests on the farm. 
The following sketch of its habits and history 
will not be uninteresting to our readers : 


“The brown rat does not appear to he indi 
nous to this cuuntry, but was andoubtedly in- 
troduced from Europe in the ships of the early 
settlers. Its history seems to be imperfectly 
known, some naturalists believing that it came 
originally from the East Indies, others, from 
the West; many assert that it came from Nor- 
way while others maintain that it was common 
in England before the Norwegians even heard of 
it. arther, other authorities state that this 
species came from Persia and the southern re- 
gions of Asia, and that the fact is rendered suf- 
ficiently evident from the testimony of Pallas and 
Cuvier. Pallas describes the migratory nature 
of these rats, and states that in the autumn of 
1729 they arrived at Astrachan, in Russia, in 
such incredible numbers that nothing could be 
done to oppose them.

WHAT IT COSTS TO EXPERIMENT 


A few years since, when the grape fever 
was raging throughout the country, git 
the infection and planted a large number of 
the recommended. varieties. Ten years of 





trial has shown me their worthlessness (at 
least ig my grounds), and I ordered the 
reater part grubbed up and thrown into the 
re, prs the costly trellis posts used for 
fence. In passing through the vineyard 
many of my old eathusiastic feelings in re- 
gard to newsorts were brought to mind— 
res, and the prices I was led to pay for them. 
ere was a Winchester marked for destruc- 
tiem. .1_dispatdhed my three dollars for a 
advertisement appeared in the Kiral” New 
Yorker. How carefully I planted and cared 
for it, but how misérably I have been repaid 
for my labor. And here is a row of Rogers’ 
Hybrids—three vines of each of some twenty 
varieties ; cost me two dollars per straw, for 
the gardeners used to sell plants that were 
more like small straws than vines; and now 
shall I discard them al’, or try my patience 
another ten years? Sume years they bear 
a good crop of fair fruit, but there is not 
one of them equal to the Concord with me? 
“Dig them up, John, and we will save hoeing 
and training.” The next two rows are Iona 
and Israella, fifty vines cost three dollars 
each — $150 — planted several years ago, 
carefully cultivated, bone dusted, limed, 
poudretted and trained on approved sys- 
tems; but the entire returns for seven years 
would not amount to as many pounds of 
good ripe fruit. Marked for the grub-axe! 

Next row Miller’s seedlings. Purchased 
before named, in order to be a little ahead of 
my neighbors ; received a letter two years 
after from the originator, saying that there 
were none among the number worth naming. 
“Dig.” And here are five rows, two hundred 
feet long, consisting of various sorts, such as 
Allen’s Hytiid, becca, Clinton, White 
King, Claret, Mary, Spotted Globe, Diana,

Why, sim- 
ply Concord, Delaware, Hartford, and a few 
of the later novelties, such as Walter, Sena- 
squa, Croton, Arnold’s Hybrids, and a few 
others which are still on propagation grounds 
only. Of course I am willing to admit that 
Iona is a success in a few localities, and so 
are some of Rogers’ Hybrids ; but this is a 
local re. \t of local experience the same as 
mine, a | each must report accordingly.

[ d- not know of any better variety than the 
Wilson’s Albany, providing itis grown on 
light soil. 

if the fruit is intended for a small local 
market, where the people have a cultivated 
taste, a better variety than the Wilson must 
be grown to get the market. 

In my neighborhood no fruit is kept over 
night ; nine-tenths is consumed the day it is 
picked ; the forenoon’s picking 1s used for 





dinner, and the affernoon’s for tea. The 
pickers commencing at sunrise, stop work at 
about four o’clock. We have astrong grav- 
elly clay soil of granite formation. We do 
not meet with success on our soils with the 
Wilson, and could not selfthem in our mar- 
kets if we did. Cutter Seedling and Downer’s 
Prolific give better returns than any other 
varieties upon our soils and, market. The

His soil isa very fine sandy loam on a 
substratum of red porous gravel. I have 
seen a barrel sunk in his beds for a well filled 
about one-third with water; no drought can 
hurt his crops nor can any surface water in- 
jure him, because of the porosity of the soil. 

He is an enthus‘ast in his calling, trying 
all new varieties, as they come upon the mar- 
ket, and has now discarded all but the Wilson, 

The question arises “ did not the Wilson 
originate on such a soil ?” I do not know the 
spot in Albany where it did originate, but I 
should judge from my observations around 
Albany as far west as Schenectady, that the 
soil was of very porous nature ; beyond the 
soil is more of a clay nature. 

William R. Prince’s Seedling, Elwanger 
& Barry’s and the Ohio prize berries of Long- 
worth, have most of them proved failures at 
the East. With the exception of Prince’s they 
originated on limestone soils. Boyden’s 
Seedlings originating on sandy soils, have not 
proved satisfactory on the granite soils of 
New England. 

Downer's Prolific originated on the blue 
grass region of Kentucky, and is taking the 
lead with cultivators on granite soils, out- 
cropping all the varieties. The berry is rather 
soft for long market carriage, and they ripen 
up fast, making th season short. 

Jenney’s Seedling eighteen years ago was 
one of our best market varieties, but so many 
spurious plants were palmed off on the mar- 
ket, that the variety was discarded. The 
true variety was a pistilate ; most of those 
upon the market were staminates. 

The Kentucky, a new Seedling of Dow- 
ner’s is a late variety with high promise as a 
late berry. 

The Charles Downing, another of Downer’s 
Seedlings, proves extra in many places, and 
in some failures. 

Why is it that all these Kentucky Seed- 
ling proves so good on our granite soils ? 
Is it not that there are inherent properties in 
our soils that are analogous to the Kentucky 
soil ? 

All plants have isothermal lines ; now do 
not varieties have constitutional individuali- 
ties originating with their existence, and from 
their parent earth ? If not, why do they not 
prosper in all kinds of soil ? Why do not the 
Alpine varieties thrive with us; we can give 
them their mountain home ? 

Keen’s Seedling, the strawberry par excel- 
lence of England, was a sad failure in this 
country. At home it bore clusters of fruit 
six inches long. 

Has any strawberry originating in England 
proved of any worth in this country? I have 
failed to find it.

GLEANINGS FROM THE AGRICUL-

— Alsike Clover, says an English journal, is in- 
exhaustible in its powers of production as is 
proved by the wonderfully curious formation of 
the plant. From its single crown innumerable 
heads are constantly being produced all through 
the season and tillering out laterally over the 
ground. It is a plantof very hardy natare as is 
proved by the fact that it bears iransplanting. It 
is best adapted to low, moist lands. 

— The average production of grain per acre has 
steadily fallen in the United States, bat in Eng- 
land it has increased. In New York, for in- 
stance, it has fallen in the last fitty years from 
twenty to eight bushels per acre, and in California 
the decrease per acre is somewhat startling.

—A new horse-shoe introduced in Paris by 
M. Charlier has been favorably received. It 
consists of a narrow rim of iron, thoroughly pro- 
tecting the edge of the hoof without cramping its 
sole in the least. The material to be used must 
be of the best quality, but the weight being con- 
siderably less, the cost is not increased. Thou- 
sands of horses on the many public conveyances 
in Paris have been provided with these shoes, 
and they give general satisfaction. 

— A good harness blacking is made of four 
| ounces Of hag’s lard, sixteen ounces of neat’s foot 
| oil, four ounces of yellow wax, twenty ounces 
of ivory black, sixteen ounces of brown sugar, 
and ten ounces of water. Reat the whole to 
boiling, and stir it until it becomes cool enough 
to handle, then roll it into bails about two inches 
in diameter.

In social topic editorials and paragraphing, 
a practised feminine pen is never otherwise 
than welcome. Many of the most graceful 
and sparkling articles of this sort printed by 
New York dailies are written by women, and 
are almost always gladly accepted. 
course all traces of the woman’s hand are 
eliminated as far as possible, generally so 
effectually that even experienced journalists 
find it hard to determine the sex of the au- 
thors. Sometimes, however, an article slips 
in, so characteristically feminine in expres- 
sion that the sonorous editorial “ we” in the 
midst of it seems ludicrously incongruous. 

As book reviewers women are at times 
very successful, especially in criticising nov- 
els, poetry, and metaphysical works. The 
reviews of good feminine critics are peculi- 
arly fresh, swift, neat in perception and sug- 
gestion. A certain humorous audacity, often 
a lack of generosity and intellectual suavity, 
characterize those of American women. 
English women write with far more gravity, 
gentleness of judgment, and precision of 
term. 

It is as special correspondents that women 
have won their chief success in journalism. 
There is scarcely a paper of weight and ver- 
satility which has not — its staff at least 
one feminine correspondent. Woman is par 
excellence the letter-writer of ber race. To 
every detail she gives a dainty charm—a cer- 
tain quality that strikes one as the perfume 
of the sweet human flower. Every one who 
possesses the friendship of thoughtful, spirit- 
uelle women thust feel the regret that often 
comes to me—the regret that their personal 
letters, full of tact, vivacity, and humor, are 
not for the world’s enjoyment. The capti- 
vating gossip of De Sevigne, the modern 
graces of that most graceful writer, Kate 
Field, are daily rivalled in private letters 
which but one pair of eyes probably ever 
scans. Lord Chesterfield’s stately platitudes, 
Walpole’s haughty ironies, Sydney Smith's 
sometimes vulgar wit, Charles Lamb's buoy- 
ant fun, have for yeers and years been cited 
as models of epistolary excellence in men. 
I'd give them al for that one letter, so de- 
liciously simple and naive, in which young 
Fanny Burney discribes her dinner with the 
great Mr. Burke. 

In reporting, women of quick perception, 
good health, good temper, and the habit of 
writing rapidly and concisely, find assured 
and profitable employment. It often hap- 


| pens that, though possibly less careful as to 


detail, they get the spirit, the meaning of a 
public meeting more clearly than dees the 
masculine reporter. And though reports are 
mere matters of fact, there is no editor who 
isn't grateful for the slight favor of piquancy 
which women unintentionally g ve to them. 
Weekly newspapers, while they hold the 
journalistic rules of the dailies, furnish more 
space and freer opportunities to the feminine 
yen. A weekly publication gives so much
